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The final judgment of the Supreme Court 
the Rafferty case, overruling the motion fors 
new trial, and fixing the day for the murderer's 
execution, will have a more wholesome effect 
apon the criminal classes in this city than the 
addition of a thousand men to the police force. 

The case of The People vs. Rafferty is peculiarly 

a case of the police against the roughs. It has 
been understood from the beginning that, 
if Rafferty escaped, nobody could ever be 
hanged for killing a policeman. The con- 
verse of that proposition, viz.: that »s 
feliceman’s life, while- in the discharge 
of kis duty, is as sacred as that of any 
citizen, ig now established, and the truth will 
sink deep into the bosom of every desperado in 
famous through the three trials, three convic- 
tions, and three arrests of judgment that have 
taken place. The murder which he committed 
was one of peculiar atrocity, the stubbornness 
of the defense has given it additional celebrity, 
and the points of law involved have been dis- 
cussed far and wide. All these facte conspire 
to give emphasis to the final judgment of the 
Court, which goes to insure protection to police- 
men in the exercise of their perilous and im- 
portant vocation. 

Itis evident now that the point relied on so 
strongly by Rafferty’s counsel,—and to some ex- 
tent by the Supreme Court in its former opinion, — 
that O’Meara, the murdered policaman, was en- 
gaged in assisting to make an unlewful arrest 
wigh a void warrant, and hence that the killing 
was only manslaughter, was based upon a mis- 
apprehension of facts. It was shown in the last 
trial, by evidence deemed by the Court unim- 
peachable, that the two policemen, Scanion and 
O'Meara, were making their beat together about 
_ midnight without any special intentions in refer- 
ence to Rafferty; that their attention was at- 
tracted bys bright light in one of the Bridge- 
port dens, and that they went in, thinking 
there might be a fire there, which should be ex- 
tinguished. Inside the room was Christoper 
Rafferty, who was known to O’Meara but not to 
Scanlon. O' Meara, happening to recollect that 
Scanlon bad a warrant for Rafferty’s arrest, 
whispered to him as they went in, There's 
Chris.” Scanlon then went up to Rafferty, 
tapped him on the shoulder, and told him, in a 
low tone, that he had « warrant for him, but, 
adding that he didn't want to disgrace him be- 
fore his friends by reading it before them, in- 
vited him to come along. Ratferty told him to 
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O'Meara, he fied in the darkness, but was 
eventually apprehended and brought to trial. 

Upon this showing the whole theory of the 
defense falls to the ground, and the facts dis- 


during the long period that he nas been in on- 
finement, on trial, or under sentence. He has 
received the several verdicts which have been 
rendered against him without emotion. He has 
either believed, as most of bis class do, that 
„Hanging is played out,” or has been endowed 
with the stoiciam and indifference of an Indian. 
Yet the view which we are compelléd to take of 
his approaching end 1s very different from that 
of exultation. Welook upon it as the solemn 
decision of society, after long and careful de- 
liberation, that when the community employs 
men for the special duty of enforcing the crim- 
inal law, and thereby exposes them to peculiar 


.dangers and bardships, it is bound to accord 


them ample protection in the discharge of their 


duties.

CRIME In 

During the last few days Tux Tarsors has 
taken occasion to run down and expose evidences 
that crime and vice have been on the increase in 
this city during the past two months. A few 
days ago we printed an account of a number of 
bold and successfal burglaries that have been 
committed under the very eyes of the police, and, 
if we may accept their pretense of ignorance aa 
genuine, without their having discovered them. 
The information which we have given the public 
has been obtained outside of the Police Depart- 
ment, which is ominously silent, if not absolute- 
ly ignorant, concerning what has been going on. 
Whether the police are actually deaf, blind, and 
dumb, or whether they conceal the facts in 
order to cover up their own inefficiency or to 
negotiate with the thieves for the return of the 
property, we cannot say positively, but either case 
is equally disreputable with the other. To-day 
we add to the stock of information by showing 
up the increase and villainies of the 

We give po directory of these places, for the po- 
lice know very well where they are, and we do 
not propose to help any others to such informa- 
tion. Incidental to the subject in hand, we 
print an interview that occurred same time ago 
between Mayor Medill and «a well-known 
gambler, in which the latter presented 
the gamblers’ side of the case with 
a certain degree of plausibility, but not enough 
to induce Mayor Medill to order the raids on 
these places to be discontinued. The new Ad- 
ministration, however, seems to have espoused 
the gamblers’ side of the question, and, by an 
unprecedented laxity, is permitting these and 
other disreputable resorts to increase in number 
and in the boldness of their operations. If we 
may regard the. Siaals-Zeiiung as the organ 
of the People’s Party, it is not the sentiment of 
that party that their representatives in office 
shall tolerate and encourage the thieves, gam- 
blers, and vicious classes ; for the Staais- Zeitung, 
in a recent issue, denounces them, and calls upon 
the City Government to put additional restraint 
upon them. The matter is entirely in the hands 
of Mayor Colvin, and he must account to 


have renewed, he has the authority to punish 
inefficiency on the part of the police force by sum- 
mary removal. If he fails to make an improve-. 
ment over the present condition of things, it will 
be believed that his sympathies are rather with 
the vicious and disreputable classes than with 
the respectable people. 

In regard to the gamblers, we are inclined to 
think that the State's Attorney had better take 
them in hand. The State law of 1872 is strong 
enough to drive them out of Chicago, if it is 
rigorously and persistently applied. It provides 
| not only a large fine, but imprisonment in the 
County Jail and the Penitentiary for repeated 
offenses. law has already beeo before the 
Supreme Ce which sustained the construction 
that includes all faro-dealers under the gen- 
eral classification of “keepers” of gaming- 
houses. If the police were disposed to oo- 
operate with the State's Attorney in procuring 
indictments, and the State’s Attorney were willing 
to go to work in earnest, the gambling-houses 
could be closed and the gamblers run off to other 
cities. It is time to put on the brakes, or, before 
we know it, the train of crimes and vices will be 
beyond the control of the City Government, and 
Chicago will have become one of the most dis- 
reputable cities on the Continent. 

Neither Mayor Colvin nor the Police Depart- 


ment can longer make a reasonable protense of 


ignorance about the increase of crime and the 
aggressiveness of the vicious classes. What the 
police pretend not to know Taz Tine has 
now pointed out to them; send if steps be 
not taken at once to suppress the disreputable 
places, drive off the gamblers and confidence- 
men, and arrest the thieves and burglars, Mayor 
Colvin will be required to explain why they are 


not taken.

OUR HOSPITALS. 

One of the most commendable movements 
which has been inaugurated this season is the 
Charity Ball which isto be given next Thurs- 
day evening, at Standard Hall, for the benefit of 
the Chicago Homeopathic Hospital. The ex- 
cellence of this charity, and the important place 
which it holds in the estimation of all classes 
of our citizens, is shown by the fact that 
the ladies and gentlemen of the Committee of 
Arrangements, and the floor managers, 
headed by Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan and mem- 
bers of his staf, comprise the very 
elite of the city, who have consented to use their 


feature of the undertaking that those who have 
been appealed to for assistance have manifested 
none of the narrow prejudices which sometimes 
grow out of the conflicts between schools of 
medicine, but have cheerfully tendered their 
aid, without reference to the question of large 
pilis or little pills, or the correctness of Hahne- 
mam formula.

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others, admirable as they are, can meet the gen- 
eral wants of the community, as nearly all of 
them depend, of necessity, more or less, for 
their support, upon charity. Their sphere is re- 
stricted even though admissions may be free, as 
in the case of the excellent institution in 
charge of the Alexian Brothers, The County 
Hospital should fill this place, but it does not ; 
on the other hand, falls far abort ot it. It isa 
badly-built structure, old and dilapidated, and 
going to decay. It has none of the modern con- 
veniences, and is entirely unprovided for any ex- 


traordinary emergency, which is liable to happen 


any day. Its resources are not even sufficient to 
give proper care tothe minor casualties which 
ocour every day in this city. It has not even an 
elevator for taking sick and injured people to 
their apartments. In fact, it does not answer 
the purposes for which it was built in any re- 
spect, and in its present condition is a disgrace 
to the city and county, When it was built, 
eighteen years ago, it answered the then existing 
demand, but, meanwhile, the city has grown to 
extraordinary dimensions, and the Hospital has 
remained stationary, The necessity for a new hos- 
pital increases every day, and, asthe first duty of 
every community is to provide for the wants of 
its unfortunate, there is no more im ques- 
tion than this which can engage he of 
the county suthorities. 

Pending such time as this county shall have a 
hospital worthy of it, it is incumbent upon our 
citizens to help sustain those institutions which 
are seeking to relieve the. unfortunate in their 
respective spheres. In this connection, we 
trust that the entertainment which the man- 
agers of the Homeopathic Hospital have de- 
vised will result in a donation which will enable 
them to carry out their charitable work in the 
largest practical and comprehensive manner.

THE FOUNDLINGS’ HOME. 

Among all her charities Chicago has not had, 
until within a comparatively short time, a home for 
foundlings. Dr. Shipman, of his own motion, s 
few years ago, opened such e home, and now, 
aided by the voluntary contributions of citizens, 
a permanent building, erected for this exclusive 
purpose, has been provided. It is a charity that 
appeals to all. It ie of equal rank with the 
orphan asylum, and in some respects 
higher claims. It unites two charities,—care of 
the helpless waifs, and care of the destitute and 
helpless mothers. It is a preventive of murder 
by offering a humane means of avoiding it. 
It offers to the unfortunate who con- 
templates feticide, imvolving the risk of 
her own life and Geath of her cd. 
a means of saving both; it spreads the broad 
mantle of charity over her, and bids ber live and 
hope for a better future. To the poor as well as 
unfortunate who have no means to support 
either themselves or offspring, it offers a home 


kor the child, and nourishment and comfort for 


the mother in her days of trouble. In either 
case it is a refuge for helpless mothers and more 
helpless babes, and, in the name of common 
nature, it appeals to every human being. The 
institation has so far been supported by the 
voluntary contributions of the public, and it is 
to be hoped that so broad a charity will forever 
be kept free from sectarian or other exclusive 
control. The whole community should see to it 
that the Home does not want for means of sup- 
port or for the means of extending its charity. 
Weare aware that there are any excellent 
people who look upon Foundling Homes with 
distavor, regarding them as vicious because 
encouraging or countenancing crime. They 
argue that to provide homes for the offspring 
of those who are not married, is, in effect, an 
encouragement to the unmarried to continue in 
sin. They regard the unmarried mother as a 
criminal, and her child as no better, and insist 
that both shall be punished rather than 
made the objects of human care and 
sympathy. We do not propose to discuss 
the moral or theological questions involved; we 
prefer to look at the practical question, whether 
infants, no matter of what parentage, shall be 
left te be murdered by desperate and starving 
mothers, or taken and kindly nurtured; and 
whether mothers, hardly able to maintain their 
own existence, shall have a refuge for their 
helpless babes in their extreme infancy. Leav- 
ing out of view altogether the consideration of 
the sinfulness of the parentage of these waifs, 
ordinary humanity dictates that the children 
shall be taken care of, comfortably lodged, 
and provided for, and that, whenever 
the mother stands in necessity, she, 
too, shall have food and shelter until she can 
take care of herself. It is not for man to judge 
in such cases. Food tothe hungry, shelter to the 
homeless, drink to the thirsty, are matters which 
appeal directly to the hearts of all men, and de- 
mand instant action, no matter how they affect 
theological definitions of sin. 

This Home for Foundlings, therefore, is not a 
religious institution; nor is it sectarian; nor does 
it deal in abstract moralities. It gives food and 


In an editorial on the University of Chicago 
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should be founded by a sect, and should then be 
unsectarian, is s contradiction in terms and must 
be ruled out of court. As for the Univeruit ot 
Chicago, as we said last Sunday, “ Wherever it 
is known at all, it is known as a Baptist univer- 
sity.” Itappeals for subscriptions in Baptist 
churches on this ground; it is only few years 


Westorn Baptists; the majority of its Trustees 
must be Baptists; and the controversy lately 
over ite affairs was essentially a Baptiat 
Nevertheless, we recognize the fact 
that no religious test is applied among its 
Faculty. These, however, are minor issues. 
Our main statement of last Sunday amounts to 
this: A college that succeeds nowadays must 
be non-sectarian. And this we are prepared to 
stand by. 
The principal educational institutions of the 
country are Harvard, Yale, Cornell, and the 
University of Michigan. Probably no other col- 
lege in the country approaches, in popular 
estimation, in number of bona de students, 
end in quantity and quality of work, 
these four. They are the only institutions 
that oan bear comparison with the English uni- 
versities, Despite Dr. Burroughs’ statement 
about Yale and Harvard, neither of these four 
is a sectarian school. Harvard declined under 
Congregational rule. When the Unitarians 
gained possession of it and freed it from its 
former sectarianiem, it did no more than keep 
ite ground. But when it lostthe nameof an 
Unitarian college ; when it elected men to Pro- 
fessorships and Trusteeships without knowing 
or caring what was their creed, or f they had 
any creed ; when it took charge of two radi- 
cally different theological schools and so showed 
its utter disregard of sectarian ties; and when 
it abandoned even the pretense of teach- 
ing us mon-theological students  relig- 
ion by céasing to compel their attend- 
ance at church, it began ite wonderful 
career of progress. Yale does not represent 
herself as a Congregational university. Her 
divinity-echool teaches diluted Congregational- 
ism, td be sure, but men of other denominations 
fit there for the ministry. Her non-divinity 
students are taught no religion whatever, save 
suchas those of them who do not go to other 
churches choose to listen to om Sunday morn- 
ings in the chapel. That chapel itself is given 
up to meetings of other denominations, and the 
University furnishes warmed and lighted rooms 


to non-Oongregational associations among the 


students. Dr. Burroughs was a student there 
thirty years ego. The times and the 
college have changed since then. There 
are men of all faiths and no faiths 
among the Professors and the Trustees. The 
majority of the latter are Congregational minis- 
ters, but this soleciem will not long continue. 
It is already bitterly attacked. And it is 2 sig- 
nificant fact that, as sectarianiem bas lost its 
hold, the college has grown. An index to the 
eatholicity of spirit among ites leading minds is 
given by the recent attendance of ex-President 
Wolsey and Premdent Porter at the laying of 
the corner-stone of the Roman Catholic Cathe- 
dral in New Haven. The ultra-Protestant press 
generally condemned the action, but it was an 
omen of good to the University. The official 
Register of Cornell University for the current 
year has this paragraph under the head of 
“Special Features: 

5, The unecctarian character of the Institution. The 
University seeks, as ite highest atm, to promote Chris- 
tian civilization, But. as it was established by a Gov- 
ernment which recognizes no distinction in religious 
belief, and by a citizen who holds the same view, it 
would be false to its trust were it to seek to promote 
any creed or to exclude any. The State of New York, 
in designating it as the recipient of the bounty of the 
General Government, has also declared the same doc- 
trine. By the terms of the Charter, no Trustee, Pro- 
fessor, or student cam be accepted or rejected on ac- 
count of any religious or political opinions which he 
may or may not hold, 

The University of Michigan owes nothing to 
any sect, and pays each sect just what it owes it. 
Thus, of the four chief colleges of the coun- 
try, not one is sectarian. Two of them have 
been. Two centuries when colleges existed 
only to prepare men for the ministry,—were, in 
fact, only theological schools,—Harvard and Yale 
were founded. Of course, they were sectarian 
then. The Colonies ia which they were estab- 
lished were sectarian,—so much so that they 
drove Roger Williams inte the wilder- 
ness because he was not «a sectary. 
No argument drawn from those times 
applies in these days. Sectarian col- 
leges flourished then, and so did witch-burn- 
ing. The spirit of the age is against the union 
of religion with education. The opposition to 
the insignificant modicum of religion taught by 
the reading of the Bible in the public schools 
shows this. This change in popular feeling is 
a revolution which will not go backwards. The 
day of denominational colleges has gone by. 
The efforte of the University of Chicago to 
shake off sectarianism prove this, perhaps, as 
conclusively as any other fact we have men- 


tioned. 
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TOO MUCH PREACHING,

Te, or 
the creating breath of nature, contains a two- 
fold element, male and female, which permeates 
all creation, known im China as the “azure 
dragon” and the White tiger.” The Ohi- 
nese find the existence of these two 
currents of the breath of nature in 
the conformation of hills and mountains, 
and they always seek to locate themselves where 
the benign influence of the two currents is in 
the ascendant. Solitary rocks rising abruptly 
from the ground are regarded as bad ‘omens, 
anda rock of this kind which rises over the 
most dissolute part of Hong-Kong is worshiped 
by those who profit by the immoral practices in 
that quarter of the city. The leading prin- 
ciples of the Li, or the Jawa which regu- 
late nature, are three-fold: 1. That Heaven 
rules the earth. 27. That both Heaven and 
earth influence all living beings. 3, That the 
fortunes of the living depend also upon the 
good-will and general influence of the dead. 
Accepting these articles of faith, the Chinese 
believe that everything earthly has its proto- 
type in Heaven, and Heaven and earth are reo- 
ognized as the soul and life of the universe, 
bearing the same relation to it that soul and 
body do to man. Out of this has grown the 
ancestral worship peculiar to the Chinese. Dr. 
Eitel states the reasoning of a believer in Feng- 
Shui as follows : 

My own animal spirits ar> the animal spirits of my 
progenitors. Death has only dissolved their dual na- 
tures, which have returned to those general elements 
of nature whence each derived its origin. Their souls 
are, therefore, as omnipresent as Heaven and earth 
themselves. And since it is only natural to suppose 
that the identity of the spiritual basis of life which 
exists between my ancestors and myself should cause 
the anwni of my ancestors to hover round my dwell- 
ing, while their material or animal elements remain 
imprisoned in the grave, it becomes my duty to pay 
every respect to the former, and to be studiously care- 
ful that no evil influences should interfere with ite free 


egress and ingress from and to the resting—place of the 
body. . 


The above gives the more important features 
of this new religion, which, as the reader will 
observe, is rather a natural than a theological 
science, representing the groping of the Chinese 
mind in the dark after a religion which will 
reconcile Heaven and earth, in which respect the 
devotees of Feng-Shui do not differ very ma- 
terially from many of the savants and theolo- 
gians of the Occident. The editor of the Chi- 
cago Times, being engaged in the same discourag- 
ing effort, will undoubtedly feel grateful to us 
for calling kis attention to Feng-Shui, 
which seems to us just the article for 
which he is in search, The extract, 
indeed, which we have printed above, and which 
is one of the basic elements of Feng-Shui, con- 
tains the same formule which he recently ex- 
pressed under the bead of “ Psychical Teleg- 
raphy,” and he will therefore hail this new re- 
ligion with peculiar delight. For our own 
service in pointing out to him the religion for 
which he is in search, we claim no reward, Tax 
Tame being always ready to aid others who 
are groping about in the mist of unbelief, with- 
out any sure foundation or abiding-place. Hav- 
ing expressed his intention to abolish all the 
churches, we advise the editor of the Times to 
tie to Feng-Shui and set his ancestors to work at 
once upon his newspaper.

A CONGRESSIONAL FANFARONADE. 


The presentation to Congress of the memorial {| 


drawn up by the Carpenters’ Company of Phila- 
delphia is & very transparent and totally un- 
called-for piece of buncombe., This memorial 
sets forth that the near approach of the hun- 
dredth anniversary of the nation’s birth renders 
it befitting that thesurvivors of those who freely 
offered Oarpenter’s Hall to the Continental Con- 
gress, when even the time-honored State- House 
was closed against them, should commemorate 
the nation’s advent at that place;” therefore 
Congress is invited to assemble in Carpenter's 
Hall on the 5th day ef September, 1874, the hun- 
dredth sanivereary of the meeting of the first 
American Congress, and order such ceremonies 
as they in their wisdom shall deem best. There 
are three reasons why Congress should not com- 
ply with this memorial from the patrietie Car- 
penters of Philadelphia: 

1. There are other localities more desarving of 
the recognition of the birth of liberty than Phil-

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Congress met, James Otis, the Advocate of the 
Crown at Boston, resigned his office rather than 
enforce the “writs of assistance,” and made an 
opposition speech to the people, of which John 
Adams maid: American Independence was 
then end thére born.” Two years later, the 
Virginia Legislature, led by Patrick Henry, op- 
posed the Stamp act. In 1770, the first col- 
lision occurred between citizens and British 
troops in the streets of Boston, and in 1773 
the pseudo Mohawks held their tea-party in 
Boston, Harbor. In 1761, the Massachn- 
setts Legislature issued a circular inviting all 
the Colonies to send delegates to a Congress at 
New York on the first Tuesday of October of 
that year. This Congress met, drew up « declara- 
tion of righta, a memorial to Parliament, and a 
petition to the claiming the right to be 
taxed only by their representatives, and the 
Colonies approved the proceedings of the Con- 
gress. Thus the birth of independence was in 
1761, and the first Federal union of the American 
Colonies was in 1765, nine years before the 
meeting of the Continental Congress in Philadel- 
phia. If Congress is going to manifest ite pa- 
triotism in a peripatetic manner, we submit that 
it is only consistent for it to go to the fountain- 
head, and bold its spread-eagle session either in 
Boston or Richmond. 

2. If Congress shall meet in Philadelphis in 
September next, on the spot where the Conti- 
nental Congress met one hundred years ago, the 
associations connected with the occasion must 
inevitably revive memories of a painful charac- 
ter. One hundred years have elapsed since that 
Congress met and issued those world-famous 
petitions and declarations, which elicited from

In connection with these libraries, 
which are deposited in fire-proof buildings, are 
museums for the collection and preservation of 
all local curiosities of Art or Nature, literature, 
history, geology, souvenirs, relics, ete.; for 
nearly all the cities of France have curious old 
histories and traditions, dating far back into the 
ages of antiquity. There is » French Historical 

with headquarters at Paris, which ram- 
ifles France,--there being branch societies 
and corresponding members in every city of any 
note or maguitude. In these matters, the 
French are far abead of the Americans, or even 
the English. 

The effect of thie progress of national educa- 
tion and expression of general intelligence is 
aon in the t and advancement of 
the cities and larger towns. Strangers are all 
filled with astovishment and admiration at the 
wonderful improvements made in Paris during 
the last twenty-five vears,—the widening and 
extension of streets; the tiful parks; the 
ornamental trees; the artistic fountains; the 
numerous columns and statuary ; and the multi- 
tude of elegant buildings which have been 
erected ; and they seem to suppose thatin no 
other parts of France has anything been done in 
the way of improvement and adornment. But 
such a view is a mistaken one. 

ALL THE Crrres oF FRANCE 
have been imitating Paris to the extent of their 
ability; and the improvements in many of them 
on tee been relatively greater even than in Paris 
teelf. 

An Frenchmen visit Paris,—most of them once 
u year, and all of them ones in a life-time. They 
rarely go anywhere else, for no other city has at- 
tractions for them. They return filled with ad- 
miration at the sights and shows, and straight- 
way set about reproducing Paris in their own 
cities, to the extent of their means.
